• Dear Sir— Your recent letter regarding 
the raisin induatry has been referred to 
thisoflUo, Tbe overproduction of rai- 
sloe has indeed become a serious matter, 
especially to tho growers and wo fully 
sympathize with you and are anxious to 
assist in a« effort to alleviate the situa- 
tion. Three years ago in ray annual re- 
port I euggesled the manufacture of 
grape ayrnp with a view to tbia end. 
Other than this I know of no published 
matter on the subject except now snd 
than a little note in one of the papers 


The making of grape syrup las been 


conducted for thousands of years and 
was a staple article in early Jewish 
times. I see no reason why it may n,ot 
become eauaHy popular now in thia 
country. 1 have taated samples made in 
your state that are indeed excellent, but 
I think they could be improved upon by 
evaporating by steam he-t or some of the 
best improved syrup evaporators. The 
lighter colored tbe syrup can be made 
the better price it will bring. 


I bave tested it on tbe table used as 


maple syrup is used and think it fully 
equal, although quite different in flavor. 
I have talked with eome of the leading 
fancy grocers in this city and they all 
Eay that it could be easily introduced. 
My idea is to have a barrel aentto a vary 
few of the beet grocers in the large cities 
and havo bottles holding a pint filled 
and on th« -miteide an attractive labal 
stating just what it ie, where it is made 
and from what variety of grape, where 
this ia practical Ie nnd preeent a bottle 
to each of his best customers as far as
